ſo to thirds or farther at pleaſure: Every Sign contains 30 of 
thoſe degrees, and ſo the 12 Signs fill the whole Zodiack ; for 
12 times 30 is 360 &c. they arc thus CharaRered.

The firſt 6 of theſe Signs arc ſaid to be Northera , þecauſe 
they decline from the Equinoxial cowards the North pole, the 
latter G are laid to be Southern, becauſe they decline from the 
Equinozial cowards the Sou pole; and farthep obſet ve thit 
this Gircle of the Zodiack cuts the A quatot (or Equinoxial) 
in the very midſt in two points, which ate the very beginning 
of Aries and Libra, uſually called the Equinoxial points.

An Clection is ao more then an apt time choſen, for the 
obraiving of (ome defared good promiſed, as alſo how to 
avoyde, or eſcape any kind of danger or evil chreatned at 
the time of a perſons Birth, or Nati ny, and generally by 
EleRjons, men may chuſe ſucb times to begin their buſinels, 
chat the end thereof my prove proſperous and happy, cſ- 
pe-ially in ſuch things chat lycs in their own power to pro- 
ecute, as taking of Journeys, & c. Bur if ic be to (peak with 
great perſons, tis true, they may make choice of a fortune 
time to make their addreiles, could they have an opportunicy 
at thit day and hour, conveniently to mcet wich the perſon, 
but cis will be a marcer of difficul y, and very rare to be 
2:0\'ghc to paſs, by realon a man mut not ruſh into the pre- 
ace of a King or Perſon of Quality at any particular 
Pen, c* time, useſs be be fo happy as by tbe means of 
dome Friend to ger leave to come into his preſence, and ſo 
Broiea Lis beiten, or requeſt of what kind ſoevet it 
bc.

Queſtions end, and determine 
the knowle.ige of ice bufinels enquired after, and is act 
ſo certain, Ly real the queſtion i often propoſed by per- 
ſons unccncerned, ot nor rightly Rated 4 and 20 Art 
ſhould remember cos: notable Aphoriſm of Hermes, not to 
determine aoy thing before he knows the intention of che 
Querent, c. Fo: in ſo doing he many times Judges amils, 
and the Querent tectives little or no ſatisfi& ion, (tor —

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kaow not what to ak, neither can they expreſs what they 
would bave) and bow then can it be otherwiſe fince the 
blind lead the blind ? this hath been complained of by an 
able Artiſt, (now inter Mortuos ) to be rov much practiſed 
in theſe daycs, by ignorant and illeterate pretenders in and 
about the City of London, for tis no eaſie cutter rightly to 
yprebead the intention of a Querent. I have here digreſſed, 
bur from hence may be underſtood what the end of an 
Aſtrological queſtion is, 28 alſo, when rightly and truly pro- 
paunded. 


And Elections differ thus, they are ordained and appoint: 
xd for Aion, and in reipe# of their ends they read to, 
have dependance chicfly upon mattets or things to be done 
hereafter , In ſhore, Queſtions end in the knowledge of 
daſinels ſought or enquired after ; and EleRions, as to their 
ends have relation principally upon our future ARioas.

From hu bath bcen ſaid, may be gathered thut there is 
two kinds of Elections, the firſt from the Nativity, and 
the lecond in (a more general way, the Nativity not being 
known) from a Queſtion z but the firſt is only to be im- 
braced, and the ſecend wholly to be rejected as Errogious 
1nd Illegitimate, becauſe an E':ion ſo made, although ir 
may be ſingu ar good as to the preſent potion of Heaven, 
yet the Lord of the Afcendant in this EleFion may bappen 
to be :be Lord of tbe eighth, ot twelfth in tbe Radix (or 
Nativity) of the (aid perſon, and probably upon ſome ſuch 
promiſiog poſition af Heaven : A periom may begin ſome 
great eutetprixe, and yet in the end receive much damage 
in Body or Eftate, or Both, and another may upon a very 
bad face of Heaven, begin a buſineſs (er Aﬀion) of ges 
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concernment, and yet happen to be exceeding Fortune and 
bappy therein, which may to ſome ſeem frange ; now che 
realo is this, in their Nativities, the infortunate Planets,

T bus tis clear to the eye of tealon, that except the Na- 
tivity be known, tis but 2 vain and fooluh thing for avy $ ©, 
perſon to conſtitute an Election, and this bath been long 
ſince much pleaded for, by ancient 201 Authentick Authors, 
who bave laid down many powerful argu vents, and con- 
vincing rcaſons for the ſame , ind here may be dilcovered, 
what neceſſity there is that the Nativitics of pe ſomt ſhould 
be known, and therefore Parents ſhould be more careful 
in recording them, or Clerks of Pariſhes rather to Regiſter 
the time of Birth, then the day of Chriſtening, which ſome» 
times is a fortnight or three weeks after che Birth-day, &c, br 
For I know many Perſons, that whereas chey would giv? 
fix pence for their age ( as they call it) out of the Ghurch 
Bock, would rather give fix (billings; yea oftentimes tix 
crowns for this the eftimate time of the Birth, which may
